I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971. 


As  we  prepare  to  enter  a new  phase  in  the  administration  of  the  Health  Service  and  a unification  of 
its  three  branches,  let  us  be  under  no  misapprehension  regarding  the  task  still  remaining  in  the  Public 
Health  sphere.  Whatever  name  we  choose  for  the  field  of  preventive  medicine  in  the  future  it  will  be  with 
us  for  a long  time  yet.  Each  one  of  us  is  faced  with  a one  in  three  chance  of  dying  before  we  reach  the 
normal  retiral  age  of  65.  The  odds  are  still  not  long  enough.  The  major  killers  — Coronary  artery  disease, 
Bronchitis  and  Cancer  are  as  yet  largely  untamed,  though  much  is  being  done. 

In  last  year’s  Report  we  mentioned  the  Renfrew  Health  Project  as  a feasibility  study  for  the  larger 
task  of  surveying  the  Paisley  population.  The  preliminary  screening  tests  have  finished  in  the  Burgh  of 
Renfrew  and  after  all  the  results  have  been  studied,  a report  will  be  made  to  the  steering  Committee  who 
will  decide  on  the  form  of  the  Survey  in  Paisley.  It  is,  however,  fair  to  comment  at  the  moment  that  the 
way  in  which  the  Survey  went  off  in  Renfrew  and  the  way  in  which  the  population  responded  would 
encourage  us  to  consider  the  larger  prospect  in  Paisley.  This  project,  as  well  as  being  of  considerable 
benefit  to  the  individual  will  give  us  useful  information  in  the  prevention  of  the  diseases  mentioned  above. 
What  can  be  done  meantime?  Dare  I mention  again  that  cigarette  smoking  increases  the  chance  of  Coronary 
Artery  Disease,  greatly  aggravates  Bronchitis,  and  if  not  the  sole  factor  in  the  cause  of  Lung  Cancer  is  at 
least  a very  potent  factor  in  its  causation. 

Although  the  Non-Infectious  diseases  are  the  main  killers,  the  infectious  diseases  must  not  be 
forgotten.  A start  has  been  made  with  German  Measles  Vaccination  and  the  response  in  the  schools  has 
been  very  encouraging. 

Measles  Vaccination  has  been  slower  to  reach  adequate  proportions  but  the  doubling  of  the  figures 
from  the  previous  year  indicates  that  we  are  moving  in  the  right  direction. 

Smallpox  Vaccination  has  not  been  compulsory  in  infancy  since  1948  and  is  now  not  advised.  It  has 
recently  been  discontinued  in  Paisley. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Education  Authority  and  the  Headmasters  and  Staffs  of  the  Schools  for  their 
valuable  co-operation,  without  which  the  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  Campaigns  would  be  much  less 
successful. 

In  the  Antenatal  field  it  will  be  seen  that  numbers  are  still  falling  and  as  this  tendency  progresses 
more  Antenatal  Clinics  will  be  discontinued  as  such.  Women  are  at  present  being  encouraged  to  attend  for 
cytology  examinations  at  the  times  of  Antenatal  and  Postnatal  Clinics. 

A start  has  also  been  made  on  the  recall  of  cytology  patients.  Ideally  this  examination  should  be 
carried  out  every  three  or  four  years.  When  we  started  Cytology  in  Paisley  we  offered  the  facility  early  to 
factories  employing  large  numbers  of  women  and  with  medical  room  facilities.  In  1971  we  started  again  in 
the  factories  and  we  are  again  getting  a good  response  and  good  co-operation  from  Staff  and  Management. 

Family  Planning  - The  Council  decided  on  31st  May,  1971  to  implement  Section  15  of  the  Health 
Service  and  Public  Health  Act  1968  following  the  decision  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  to  bring 
this  Section  of  the  Act  into  effect.  The  Council  further  decided  to  ask  the  Family  Planning  Association  to 
continue  their  work  in  Paisley  under  an  Agency  Scheme.  Under  this  Scheme  free  medical  advice  is  given  to 


all  and  free  treatment  where  recommended  on  medical  or  social  grounds.  The  introduction  of  this  Scheme 
and  the  publicity  associated  with  it  has  resulted  in  a 25%  increase  in  first  visits  during  1971  and  has 
increased  the  pressure  on  the  three  Clinics  where  sessions  are  held.  The  Family  Planning  Association  has 
also  started  a session  in  the  Maternity  Hospital  for  advice  to  parents  who  wish  to  limit  the  number  of 
future  children. 

In  concluding  this  Report  I must  mention  my  indebtedness  to  the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  the 
Staff  and  to  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments,  whose  co-operation  and  help  has  been  of  the  greatest 
value.

CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


GENERAL  - 


During  1971,  1,258  cases  of  infectious  disease  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 
This  was  an  increase  of  120  on  the  1970  figure  of  1,138. 

Such  cases  become  known  through  statutory  notification  by  general  medical  practitioners  and 
hospital  medical  officers  and  by  information  supplied  by  schools  and  health  visitors. 

The  statutory  notifiable  diseases  are  — 


FOOD  POISONING  - 

Investigation  of  suspected  cases  and  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  revealed  no  confirmed  outbreaks 
and  only  one  family  outbreak.  Individual  cases  were  also  found.  Altogether  there  were  twenty  two 
isolations  of  Food  poisoning  organisms  and  three  cases  suspected  on  clinical  grounds  but  not  proven.

A total  of  4,131  children  attended  these  Clinics  during  the  year,  and  the  total  number  of  attendances 
was  21,428. 

The  testing  of  children  by  Health  Visitors  to  detect  urinary  phenylketonuria  was  commenced  in  1960. 
Phenylketonuria,  if  undetected,  can  lead  eventually  to  mental  deficiency. 

During  1971,  testing  was  done  on  district  by  the  Health  Visitors  and  Domiciliary  Midwives,  and  at 
birth  in  Hospitals.  The  testing  was  done  by  Guthrie  Test.  Ono  thousand  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine 
tests  were  done  during  the  year,  representing  94.7%  of  the  total  live  births.

The  Town  Council  continued  during  1971  to  provide  certain  Specialised  Services  in  conjunction  with 
its  ante-natal,  post-natal  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 

One  Dental  Clinic  per  week  was  held  at  The  Russell  Institute  Clinic.  The  Dental  Units  at  Ferguslie, 
Glenbum  and  Foxbar  Clinics  were  also  in  operation. 

Examinations  and  conservative  treatments  are  carried  out  by  dentists  employed  by  Renfrewshire

In  addition  to  these  specialised  Clinics  the  Local  Health  Authority  continued  to  implement  their 
scheme  for  the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children  by  supplying  maternity  outfits  free  of  charge  to  all 
expectant  mothers  who  are  confined  in  their  own  homes  and  layettes  for  necessitous  and  exceptional 
cases.  During  1971,  60  maternity  outfits  and  28  layettes  were  supplied. 


WELFARE  FOODS  - 

This  was  the  seventeenth  full  calendar  year  during  which  the  Local  Health  Authority  was  responsible 
for  the  distribution  of  welfare  foods  (National  Dried  Milk,  Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Vitamins  A and  D 
Tablets,  Vitamin  Drops).  Distribution  takes  place  on  certain  days  from  the  Clinics  at  Glenburn,  Ferguslie 
and  Foxbar  as  well  as  the  daily  distribution  (Monday  - Friday)  at  the  Central  Distribution  Centre  at  The 
Russell  Institute,  Causeyside  Street,  Paisley. 
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The  turnover  of  Welfare  Foods  is  considerable.  On  an  average  the  following  quantities  of  food  are 
distributed  each  week.  The  issuing  of  Cod  Liver  Oil  ended  in  June,  1971.  The  issue  of  Vitamin  Drops 
commenced  in  May,  1971.

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DOMICILIARY  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


Last  year  it  was  pointed  out  that  there  had  been  a vast  increase  in  the  number  of  Domiciliary  Visits 
due  to  the  policy  of  early  discharge  from  the  Maternity  Hospital.  There  has  been  a reduction  this  year 
from  7,886  to  6,995.  At  the  same  time  there  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  discharged 
early  from  hospital.  The  explanation  of  this  is  that  there  has  been  on  average  a longer  stay  in  hospital  and 
fewer  patients  are  being  discharged  at  forty-eight  hours.  This  may  be  connected  with  a drop  in  the  birth 
rate.  It  is  however  a welcome  trend.

However,  the  Medical  Staff,  Dietitian, 
and  Health  Visitors  are  all  involved  as  far  as  is  possible  in  this  important  aspect  of  the  work.

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REHOUSING  IN  RELATION  TO  ILLNESS 

The  number  ot  applications  for  rehousing  on  medical  grounds  remains  high  and  present  the  Health 
Department  with  a formidable  problem.  Five  hundred  and  forty  cases  were  investigated  thoroughly  in  1971 
by  visits  ot  medical  and  nursing  personnel  and  a considered  opinion  on  the  advisability  of  rehousing  was 
given  in  each  instance  to  the  Special  Cases  Committee. 

Details  of  these  Cases  are  given  below  — 

General  Medical  Cases  — 

520  considered.  244  Granted  (46.9%)  276  Declined  (53.1%) 

Tuberculosis  Cases  — 

20  considered.  15  Granted  (75.0%)  5 Declined  (25.0%) 

The  proportion  of  cases  granted  and  declined  remains  fairly  constant  each  year  and  reflects 
accurately  the  great  care  given  to  each  case  by  the  Special  Cases  Committee. 

The  number  of  cases  investigated  (540)  is  lower  than  that  of  1970(589)  and  as  a great  deal  of  care  is 
given  to  the  preparation  of  each  case,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  forms  a large  and  time  consuming  part  of  the 
Department’s  work. 
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MEDICAL  ARRANGEMENTS  FOR  LONG-STAY  IMMIGRANTS 

Special  problems  arise  in  connection  with  the  health  and  treatment  of  long-stay  immigrants  to  this 
country  and  Local  Authorities  have  been  asked  to  give  their  assistance  in  the  arrangements  made  for  their 
welfare. 

Medical  Inspectors  at  the  main  seaports  obtain  from  the  immigrants  their  destination  addresses  and 
forward  these  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Local  Authority  concerned.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  then  arranges  for  the  new  immigrants  to  be  visited  so  that  they  may  be  given  general  information 
about  the  Health  Services  and  be  persuaded  to  get  themselves  and  their  dependants  registered  with  a 
General  Medical  Practitioner. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  chest  illness  in  immigrants  the  Health  Department  arranges  for  a chest 
x-ray  of  all  members  of  the  immigrant’s  family,  and  should  chest  abnormality  be  found  arrangements  are 
made  for  its  treatment. 

During  1971,  eleven  immigrants  were  dealt  with  in  this  fashion.  No  case  of  illness  was  detected  in 
any  of  these  persons. 
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THE  CARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 

The  Geriatric  Clinics  in  Ferguslie  and  Glenburn  continued  on  similar  lines  during  1971.  The  table 
below  shows  the  attendances  at  these  Clinics.
